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MARKET  REVIEW 

Sugar  sales  continue  to  lag  behind  those  of  last  year.  However,  the  gap 
has  narrowed  somewhat  in  recent  weeks.  Reported  distribution  of  sugar 
by  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in  the  continental  United  States 
this  year  through  April  15  amounted  to  2 ,  56 1 , 000  tons  as  compared  with 
2,632,000  tons  a  year  ago. 

In  addition  to  being  smaller  than  last  year,  sugar  distribution  differs 
somewhat  as  to  composition.  Through  April  15,  sugarbeet  processors 
had  distributed  631,000  tons,  a  quantity  120,000  tons  less  than  in  the 
comparable  period  in  1966.  Cane  sugar  refiners,  on  the  other  hand, 
through  the  same  date  had  distributed  1 ,  874,  000  tons  or  57  ,  000  tons  more 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1966. 

Inventories  of  refined  beet  sugar  at  the  end  of  March  totaled  1,462,000 
tons  or  118,000  tons  less  than  the  1,580,000  tons  of  a  year  earlier. 
Production  of  beet  sugar  in  February  and  March  was  below  average 
principally  because  heavy  rains  in  California  delayed  the  start  of  the 
harvest  of  over-wintered  beets. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  cane  sugar  refiners  on 
March  31  totaled  827,566  tons  --  almost  150,000  tons  more  than  on 
March  31,  1966. 

On  March  16,  1967,  the  Department  allocated  50,000  additional  tons  of 
raw  sugar  and  on  April  19  authorized  afurther  75,000  tons  of  raw  sugar 
for  importation  from  foreign  countries  during  the  second  quarter  of 
1967.  These  two  actions  increased  the  quantity  that  may  be  imported 
during  the  second  quarter  to  1,225,000  tons.  Imports  of  raw  sugar 
during  the  second  quarter  of  last  year  amounted  to  1,025,000"  short 
tons,  raw  value. 

On  April  5  the  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  at  New  York  rose  to  7.20  cents 
where  it  remained  until  April  18  when  it  rose  to  7.23  and  to  7.25  on 
April  19.  The  average  for  the  year  through  that  date  was  7.18  cents. 

There  have  been  no  changes  this  year  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations 
for  refined  sugar  in  the  basic  package.  By  territories,  as  of  April  18 
the  quotations  were:

Northeastern  refiners  on  March  29  reduced  their  price  of  bulk  granu- 
lated and  liquid  sugar  from  10.3  cents  per  pound  to  10.2  cents. 

The  1966-67  harvest  season  in  Florida  ended  March  30  with  excellent 
results  especially  in  the  closing  weeks.  Floridamills  ground  approxi- 
mately 6,419,000  tons  of  cane  producing  a  record  crop  of  652,261  tons 
of  sugar,  raw  value.  The  1966  Louisiana  crop  of  562,  000  tons  was  com- 
pleted some  time  ago.  This  would  bring  the  production  of  the  mainland 
cane  area  to  1,215,000  tons,  raw  value. 

Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  April  8,  1967  amounted  to  197,151 
tons  as  compared  to  231,882  produced  through  April  9,  1966.  The 
figures  for  March  reflect  the  effects  of  two  weeks  of  unfavorable  weather 
which  markedly  reduced  harvesting  operations  during  the  period. 

Sugar  production  in  Puerto  Rico  through  April  16  amounted  to  528,985 
tons  compared  to  541,896  tons  as  of  the  same  date  last  year.  Sugar  re- 
covery in  relation  to  cane  ground  was  9.741  percent  this  year  compared 
to  9  .  371  last  year. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on 
March  20  indie  ated  that  farmers  as  of  March  1  intended  to  plant  1.,  279 ,  000 
acres  to  sugarbeets  this  year  --  three  percent  more  than  the  1,243,000 
acres  last  year.  Informal  information  since  that  time  suggests  that 
farmers  may  plant  slightly  more  than  they  had  planned  as  of  March  1. 
F.  O.  Licht,  the  European  sugar  statistician  on  March  30  ,  1967  estimated 
that  European  farmers  would  plant  7,005,000  hectares  to  sugarbeets, 
an  increase  of  about  2  1/2  percent  over  last  year. 
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The  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  spot  price  for  world  market 
raw  sugar  after  dropping  to  a  record  low  for  recent  years  of  1.23  cents 
per  pound  on  January  6th  and  7th  averaged  1.71  cents  per  pound  in 
February  and  1.61  cents  in  March.  The  price  during  the  first  11  calendar 
days  of  April  remained  at  1 . 8  cents  and  then  rose  rather  steadily  to 
2.40  cents  per  pound  on  April  24.  Futures  prices  for  that  day  ranged 
from  2.65  cents  for  the  July  1967  position  up  to  3.08  cents  per  pound 
for  September  1968  delivery. 


USDA  Announces  Additional  75,000  tons  of  Foreign  Sugar  Made 
Available  During  Second  Quarter:  


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  on  April  19  that  the 
second  quarter  limitations  on  total  raw  sugar  imports  of  1,150,000  tons 
had  been  raised  by  75,000  tons  to  a  total  of  1,225,000  short  tons  of 
sugar,  raw  value. 

Trade  reports  indicate  that  recent  firmness  in  the  Caribbean  and  in 
certain  South  American  freight  markets  has  caused  some  difficulties  in 
arranging  shipping  for  sugar.  Present  indications  are  that  receipts  of 
dome  stic  off  shore  raw  sugar  during  the  second  quarter  will  be  less  than 
previously  anticipated.  Due  to  low  beet  sugar  inventories,  in  compari- 
son to  recent  years,  beet  sugar  marketings  are  expected  to  continue  to 
be  well  below  those  of  last  year  until  late  in  the  year  when  new  crop 
sugar  becomes  available.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  desirable 
to  increase  the  quantity  of  foreign  raw  sugar  that  may  be  imported  during 
the  second  quarter  to  provide  adequate  supplies  of  sugar  to  refiners  and 
to  maintain  stable  sugar  prices. 

Priority  for  approving  applications  as  set  forth  in  today's  amendment 
to  Sugar  Regulation  81 1  provides  that  the  additional  7  5,000  tons  shall  be 
prorated  among  countries  for  which  applications  are  filed,  on  the  basis 
of  average  first  half  importations  from  such  countries  during  the  four 
year  period,  1963  through  1966.  Applications  for  the  importations  Of 
sugar  or  for  the  set  aside  of  quotafor  arrival  during  the  second  quarter 
of  1967  received  on  or  before  May  1  will  be  considered  as  having  been 
received  at  the  same  time. 
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50.000  Tons  of  Sugar  Allocated  for  Second  Quarter  Import; 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  March  16,  1967  allocated 
50,000  tons  of  sugar' for  importation  from  foreign  countries  during 
second  quarter  of  1967  in  accordance  with  Sugar  Regulation  811, 
Amendment  3,  announced  in  USD A  Press  Release  713-67  of  March  3, 
1967.  This  additional  50,000  tons  raises  second  quarter  importations 
to  a  total  of  1,150,000  tons.  Applications  were  received  covering  sugar 
from  sixteen  countries,  the  allocations  being  made  on  the  basis  of  the 
average  first-half  importations  from  such  countries  as  shown  in  the 
table  below.

March  28,  Announced  the  fair  and  reasonable  wage  require- 

1967  ments  for  sugarbeet  work  in  all  producing  areas, 

effective  April  17,  1967. 

The  determinationincreases  the  minimum  time  rate 
5  cents  per  hour  -"from  $1.35  to  $1.40.  Minimum 
piecework  rates  are  increased  by  50  cents  per  acre 
for  most  operations. 

Minimum  hourly  wage  rates  of  not  less  than  75  per- 
cent of  the  specified  minimum  rate  are  provided  for 
youths  14  to  16  years  of  age.  The  prior  determina- 
tion permitted  a  reduction  of  one-third.  Youths  14 
to  16  years  of  age  are  not  permitted  to  work  more 
than  8  hours  in  any  one  day. 

Other  provisions  of  the  determination  are  un- 
changed. (See  April  1,  1967  Federal  Register).
